OLYMPIA, Wash., March 7.—At a dramatic demonstration in the state Senate 
gallery here last week, a veterans’ spokesman rose and denounced the refusal of the 
GOP Veterans Affairs Committee chairman to see a delegation. The veterans were among 


2,000 citizens representing over a * 


dozen organizations Who came to 
the capital to protest tory measures 
pending in the legislature. 
Legislators here aped the earlier 
action of New York’s Governor 
Dewey in barring citizens from their 


oon state capitol building. 


MARCHERS BARRED 

Many of the marchers were de- 
nied access to the chambers and 
galleries. In a subsequent statement 
they charged the state legislature 
with an “unwarranted, undemo- 
cratic and unconstitutional viola- 
tion of our rights.” 

The action followed an hour-long 


’ effort to argue guards into opening 


the doors. The guards quoted orders 
from the senate which had just 
that morning passed a resolution to 
bar persons from its chambers un- 
til two hours after adjournment. 
The march was sponsored by the 
Progressive Citizens of America. Six 
other groups joined with PCA in 
issuing the call to the march, 
headed “Butchery in Olympia.” The 
call warned that “14 years of prog- 
ress in people’s legislation is being 
butchered in the legislative halls.” 
The call was published in daily 
newspapers in Seattle, Bremerton 
and Tacoma and was signed by the 
1888 Washington Pension Union, 
Northern Washington District 
Council of the IWA, National Ne- 
gro Congress, Teachers Pay Raise 
Committee, Ferry Boat Riders, Pub- 
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Ownership League and the Se- 
attle Continuations Committee of 
the Veterans Bonus March. 

Other organizations which partici- 
pated in the day-long attempt to 
contact legislators included the Uni- 
versity Chapter of the American 
Veterans Committee which set up 
a pup-tent village on the Capitol 
grounds, and the Northwest District 
of the Communist Party whose dele- 
gation was led by Henry Huff, 
chairman. 

Elaborate preparations had obvi- 
ously been made by the Republican 
majority leaders to prevent contact 
with committee chairmen or indi- 
vidual legislators. 

The veterans spent more than two 
hours during recess at the Senate 
door vainly sending in notes to 


Thomas H. Bienz, Spokane Repub- 


lican and chairman ot the Military, 
Naval and Veterans Affairs Com- 
mittee, requesting an audience. 
Bienz ignored all the messages. 

When the Senate reconvened, the 
veterans committee went to the 
gallery where a spokesman told the 
Senators, “We are not asking for 
the floor, we are demanding the 
floor. We're tire dof being pushed 
around.” 

Following a report by H. Richard 
Seller, of PCA and heads of commit- 
tees which met with Governor Wall- 
gren and other legislators, the 
marchers roared approval of a reso- 
lution calling upon the chief ex- 
ecutive to give leadership in the 
fight against reaction, and de- 
manded that he veto any bills hit- 
ting at labor, social security, civil 
rights or the public interest.

© In Bremerton, an appeal for 
unity of all labor on a state and 
national legislative program was 
made by the Bremerton AFL Cen- 
tral Labor Council, which sent wires 
to all AFL councils in the state and 
to Weston. 

Measures to stem the anti-labor 
tide in the state legislature were 
drawn up at a special conference of 
CIO international representatives, 
district, regional and council offi- 
cers in Olympia.

HERE’S plenty for American labor to think about in 
the whole affair of the miners, the government and 
the Supreme Court. 

The miners have lost. The coal operators have won. 
The coal miners and their union must pay a heavy

The coal operators, who have had their properties run 
for them, have had their profits, now a million a day, 
collected for them by the government. 


Thus, the economic struggle between 400,000 miners 
and the coal corporations was transformed into a political 
struggle. Economics is politics. And politics is economics. 


Why could Truman step in on the side of the coal 
operators? Because he calculated there did not exist a 
sufficiently powerful political weapon in the hands of labor. 
He knew labor had suffered a defeat in the elections, with 
the labor-hating GOP taking over Congress. | 


Many miners, many workers stayed away from the 
polls or voted GOP in November. They voted for the men 
who are now trying to cut their throats. 


Secondly, a labor-hating Congress views the court’s 
decision-as a signal for pressing the attack against the 
rest of labor’s rights. They can proceed in their scheme 
only because they figure they will not meet sufficient po- 
litical resistance. 


In short, the miners’ experience not only cries aloud 
for the unity of the AFL and CIO, it also clamors for the 
development of an independent political movement in. 
America based on the alliance of labor, farmers and the 
middle-class progressives. | 

The beginnings of independent political action by 
labor will not only put fear into the hearts of the Repub- 
lican tories; it will also give pause to the administration 
which has been giving way before their demands. 


In the absence of a powerful people’s political move- 
ment, breaking away from the two-party system, exerting 
pressure against the toryism within the Democratic Party, 
the employers and their political errand boys can get away 
with murder. 

America needs a people’s political movement. Such 
a movement would not only protect labor’s rights. 

It would press forward for the curbing of the trusts— 
steel, auto, coal, electric power and the banks. 

The Supreme Court’s decision does not close the mat- 
ter of labor’s future. That future will be decided by the 
degree to which labor and the middle-classes learn the 
lesson of political independence. 

The time to put that lesson into life is now.
